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The amounts paid intothe Ne- 
vada State School Fund annually 
have increased from $24,747 07 in 
1876 to $125,088,59 in 1886. On Jan- 
uary Ist of the present year there 
was inthe State School Fund, in 
bonds and cash, $860,995 93. In ad- 
dition to this the State held con- 
tracts for purchase of land with 
parties amounting to $241,158 90, 
making a total in said fund on Jan- 
vary Ist, 1887, of $1,102,154 83, 
Since then this amount has been 
increased. With all this money io 
the State School Fand our people 
wonder why our school money is 
short this year; why itis the echools 
of Carson, Elko and other points 
in the State will be entirely with- 
out funds by May Ist, and why 
Reno was compelled to vote a 
special tax to tide over the school 
year. The explanation rests in the 
fact that there are two funds—the 
State School Fund and the General 
School Fund. 

The State School Fund, into 
which goes all the money derived 
from the sale of lands, is not of it- 
self available. It is sacred to the 
memory of our Constitution. It 
lies buried. The result of an invest- 
ment of this fund is all that can be 
used to help pay the expenses of 
our schools. Without an invest- 
ment the whole fund is valueless, 

The. General School Fund is the 
result of an investment of this 
money, and from this fund comes 
most of the money that the State 
apportions for use in the various 
counties of the State. 

If the money in the State School 
Fund be well invested the General 
Fund will be in good condition. 
The State Constitution, however, 
limits the investment to United 
States bonds or bonds of our own 
State. There being no Nevada 
bonds to invest in, the money must 
seek United States bonds, in order 
to be available. Of all the bonds 
issued by the United States the 
four per cents,, payable in 1907, are 
considered the best for investment. 
These bonds can be purchased in 
the market only at a premium of 
28 per cent. Thus it takes $128,000 
to place $100,000 where it will 
bring in 4 per cent. interest. Un- 
der these conditions a trifle over 3 
per cent. is all that is obtained on 
the amount investe&® In order to 
keep the State School Fund intact, 
as required by the Constitution, 
this premium of 28 per cent must 
be paid back out of the interest ob- 
tained; so the General Schoo! Fund 
goes seven years without receiving 
a cent from this investment. To 
ullow the scholars of to-day some 
benefit from this investment the 
State Controller has wisely adopted 
the method of dividing this pre- 
mium amoug the years between 
the date of investment and 1907— 
the date of maturity of the bonds; 
so that the interest going into the 
General School Fund from an in- 
vestment in U. 8. bonds barely ex- 
ceeds 2} per cent. 

There was iv the State School 
Fund on January Ist, in cash, 
$147,995 98. On account of in- 
creased land sales there is now at 
least $160,000. This money is ly- 
ing idle, awaiting an investment, 
and the only possible investment 
open is to purchase U. 8. bouds at 
28 per cent. premium. 

In orderto keep the money out 
ot the State School Fund and in- 
vested where it would do 
the most good, the Legisla- 
ture of 1885 enacted the law 
allowing an applicant for the 
purchase of land to pay 25 cents an 
acre at date of application, thus 

-Jeaving one dollar an acre due and 
_ giving him twenty-five years time 
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approved. No lands bave been ap- 
proved for nearly three years by the 
Interior Department. There is 
now pending approval in Washing- 
ton over 600,000 acres, which would 
mean, if approved, at least $600,000 
drawing interest at 6 per cent. 

The $600,000 of itself would not 
do the schools any immediate good, 
but the interest would. The land 
thus approved would be contracted, 
and under contract would draw 
$35,000 per annum, which would be 
available for use in the running of 
our public schools. That we are 
short in the General School Fund 
we can charge to the non-approval 
of our school lands, and the non-

The 
writer instructed his accomplice to get 
off at Nogales, and admonished bim 
to be careful in boarding the train 
upon which it was proposed to com- 
mitthe robbery. The letter concludes 
with the following caution: ‘Paint 
your face black and be sure and cover 
your red hair.’’

The Fisheries Muaddle. 
WasHINGTON, April 29. 
The State Department is carefully 
considering tbe question of Jurisdic- 
tion of the United States over the 
Alaskan fur seal fisheries. The state- 
ment made in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment yesterday to the effect that com- 


munications on the subject had been 
sent by that Government to Secretary 
Bayard, is denied at the State Depart- 
ment, and it is said thatall corres- 
ndence touching the fisheries has 

en carried on directly with the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. This fact, 
itis believed, will explain the delay 
in hearing from the State Department 
of which complaint has been made at 
Ottawa. The United States law under 
which certain British Columbian ves- 
sels were seized by the revenue cutter 
Corwin, last season, are more than 20 
years old, and the question of con flict 
between them and law of nations, is 
one of peculiarity and difficult of set- 
tlement. The fact that this question 
has been raised, strengthens the De- 
partment of S'ate in its determination 
to continue to pursue a temperate 
course, it has so lar followed ino the 
negotiations with Great Britain con- 
cerning the Canadian fisheries. The 
vast Alaskan fisheries are thought to 
be quite as important tothis couutry 
asarethe Nova Scotian in-shore fish- 
eries, and the State Department is nec- 
essarily obliged toso shape its con- 
struction of the laws and treaties as to 
preserve the right of the United States 
to the exclusive enjoyment of the 
Alaskan fisheries, while maintaining 
the treaty rights of our fishermen in 
North American waters, It is held 
that there cannot be two constructiens 
of the law, and any position assumed 
by the Department mustapply equally 
to the Atlantic and Pacific waters, 


General Grant's Presents. 
WASHINGTON, April 29. 
The Grant relics which have been 
for several months safely guarded in 
one ofthe private rooms of the Na- 
tional Museum, are now being placed 
upon public exhibition. Yesterday 


two handsome plush-lined cases, filled 
with articles from the collection, were 
placed in the north hall of the mu- 
seum near the main entrance. They 
contained presentation swords, gold’ 
headed canes, caskets, medallion and 
many other costly and elegant arti- 
cles presented by different people to 
General Grant. Many are souvenirs 
of bis trip around the 
world. There is a splendid col- 
lection of Japanese coins, one series of 
seven pieces are old Japanese gold 
coins of buge size, being valued at $5,- 
000. There are also invitation cards 
menu cards, reminders of entertain- 
ments given in bis honor,engrossed on 
gold plates. One invitation card toa 
masked bal!) given at San Francisco 
upon General Grant’s a:rival at that 
city on bis return from his famous 
tour, is engraved on solid gold, and 
was enclosed in a silver envelope with 
address engraved upon it. In 
the right hand corner is a two 
cent stamp, and inthe left the usnal 
‘*If not delivered in ten days return to 
etc.”’ The articles shown, besides 
their historical interest, are of great 
intrinsic value. 


Farragut’s Flagship. 
WASHINGTON, April 29.

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THE SEWER SYSTEM. 


What Experience Has Taught in 
Other Cities and Towns. 
RENO, April 29. 

Editor Gazette—It would be an 
inatance of a blunder, being worse 
than a crime, for the nuthorities to 
make a mistake in the system of 
sewers they give to Reno, It is 
always the impulse of the unin- 
formed to get sewers many times 
larger than is necessary, and the re- 
sult is that accumulations on the 
bottom obstruct them, and little by 
little adamis built up that soon 
chokes them up entirely. In the 
case of sewers of a proper size it 
is an easy thing to turn on a bead 
of water to flush thein, while a big 
sewer never does get washed out 
clean. It is to give some support 
to what I believe to be the wise 
determination of the Board to use 
the smallest pipe that will have the 
undoubted capacity to do the work 
that I ask for space in your col- 
umns. 

The passion for too large sewers 
seems to be an almost universa! 
one. The feeling is that it is best 
to make the conduit “big enough, 
anyhow,’’ and as a result, nearly 
every drain that is laid, in town 
or country, isso much larger than 


is needful that the expense of keep- 
ing it clean is often the most se- 
rious item «of cost connected with 
it. It cannot be too often reiter- 
ated that the great purpose of 
modern water sewerage is to re- 
move immediately aud entirely 
beyond the occupied portions of 
the town, all mauuer of domestic 
waste and filth before it bas time 
to evter into decomposition, thus 
preventing an accumulation o 
dangerous matter, aud obviating 
the necessity of employing men in 
the ucwholesome work of hand- 
cleaning cesspoo!s and sewers of de- 
sit. 

Again, too much allowance is 
frequently made for the accessions 
from Jateral drains at various 
points between the beginniug aud 
outlet of the main sewer. It must 
be remembered that though a pipe 
may be full at the head, it may, by 
reason of increasing velocity of the 
stream, be but two-thirds full in 
the middle, and but balf full at 
the mouth. Not only this, but 
these accessions, if by junctions at 
an obtuse aug'e, or Y, offer but lit- 
tle resistance, and are frequeutiy 
found to increase the velocity, 
without swelliug the sectional area. 
A right angle, or T junction, must 
necessarily offer more resistauce; 
hence the Y should always be used 
when practicable. 

In 1879 the National Board of 
Health made careful experiments 
in several cities duriug the dry 
weather season when the use of 
city water and the resultant sew- 
age would naturally be the greatest. 
I quote from the report: 

A sewer in Madison Avenue, witha 
length, inc.uding its branches of about 
7,000 feet, the district belag 
about one-half built up with 
houses of good. class, car ied 
a stream 3-5 inches deep through a 
notch (in a weir) 4 inches wide. 

A sewer in Providence, 1,391 feet 
long, draining forty-one houses with 
a population of 267,at its greatest flow, 
filled a 6-inch pipe % inch deep. 

A sewer in Burlington, Vt., 2,790 feet 
long, draining fifty-four houses with 
a population of 325 persons, showed at 
its greatest flow a depth of 1.2 inches 
deep in a 6-inch pipe. 

A sewer in Milwaukee, draining an 
area of 70 acres, containing 50U houses 
and a population of 3,035 persons, at 
its greatest flow filled a 6-inch pipe 5 .5 
inches deep. 

The outlet sewer of the Hudson 
River State Hospital at Poughkeepsie 
N. Y., where the use of water is eqnal 
to that of an urban population of 2,000, 
had its greatest flow carried through a 
6-inch sewer to a depth of 3.25 inches. 

A characteristic street sewer in 
Poughkeepsie, removing the wastes of 
a population of 426, at the time of its 

reatest flow, filled a 6-inch pipe to a 
epth of 2.25 inches, 
he State Lunatic Hospital at Taun- 
ton, Mass., with 659 inmates and a 
most abundant water supply, has two 
se outlets, One for general use 
and one for the laundry only. The 
flow of the former reached a 
depth in a 6-inch pipe of 1.75 inches; 
and the laundry flow attained,through 
a pipe of the. same size, when its ten 
washing machines were emptied 
simultaneously, a depth of 2.25 inches. 
The flow trom both drains, s pposing 
the maximum of each to be concur- 
rent, would have been carried through 
a pipe 4.58 inches in diameter, if flow- 
ing at the average velocity of the two. 
It is suggestive that it had been seri-

than 6 inches in diameter until it and 
its branches bave accu mulated a suffi- | 
cient flow atthe bour of greatest use| 
to fill this size half full, because the 
use of a larger size would be wasteful, 
and because when a sufficient venti- | 
lating capacity is secured, as it is in 
the use ofa 6-inch pipe, the ventila- 
tion becomes less complete as the size 
increases, leaving a larger volume of 
contained air to be moved by friction 
of the current or by extraneous in- 
fluences, or to be acied upon by 
vhanges of temperature and of volume 
of flow within the sewer. The size 
should be increased gradually, and 
only so rapidly as is made necessary 
by the filling ofthe sewer more than 
balf full atthe hour of greatest flow. 

Sewers of a proper size can be 
flushed automatically every 24 
bours by a tank costing $35 or $40, 
which is fed by a small stream and 
discharged with a rush when the 
water reaches the height at which 
the trap is set. One such tank 
should be placed at the bead of ev- 
es brauch. 

n the case of the City of Meih- 
phis, which became so unheaithy, 
the people of the Mississippi 
Valley thought seriously of raising 
money to bontrol it and blotting it 
from the mapin very self-defense. 
The whole city beneath the surface 
as well.as on top of the ground 
reeked with filth. It had 7,000 
vaults, mauy of them full to over- 
fiowing. In 1878 there were 5,000 
deaths in 80 days, and in 1879 the 
epidemic broke out again. A plan 
of seweri.g the place was adopted, 
consisting of two systems coming 
together iu a 20-inch sewer to the 
mouth and discharging through a 
sU-inch pipe, below low water 
mark. A main pipe,15 inches wide 
goes up one side of the bayou and a 
l2-Inch pipe on the other. The pipe 
is gradual'y reduced and all tribu- 
turies are either six or eight inches, 
Mhis is fora population of 60,000 
people. The system is thoroughly 
ventilated with 7,000 4-inch stand- 
ing pipes, and is flushed daily. The 
system bas been adopted in many 
towns siuce and gives entire satis- 
fac ion.

pipes will be better in every way if 
properly laid. No mistakes should 
be made in laying the pipe or in se- 
lecting the routes. It should not 
cost $10,000 to do the work and do 
it weli, Itlooks as if the proper 
thing to do was to run a main 
sewer east and west with short lines 
runping into it aud discharging 
east of the town altogether. Prob- 
ably the best plan would be to carry 
the pipes down and discharge on 
the State farm, where the sewage
